The advisability of purchasing 
church property on Portland Ave- 
nue was given extended considera- 
tion by the Albany Bodrd of Edu- 
cation at its regulat monthly mett- 
ing Tuesday evening. Robert G. 
Larsen, presidetit of the board, pre- 
sided with Mrs, Delsa ‘Walton, sec- 
retary, and Board’ Member Vernon 
Easter present. The property, own- 
ed by the Albany Baptist Church, 
adjoins the south boundary wf Al- 
bany High School and is the only 
parcel of property in the high 


school block not owned by the 
School District. 
The Albany Baptist Church 


Building Committee composed of 
W. R. Schofield, Raymond Swan 
and Ole P. Eliason, recommended 
a sale price of $33,000 for this prop- 
erty approximately 70'x210’ which 
includes the church building and a 
four-room parsonage. W. R. Scho- 
field, chairman of the church com- 
mittee, stated that the church had 
planned to erect a permanent struc- 
ture on this property. But the re- 
cent purchases of property on Po- 
mona Avenue by the Board i 
cated that the School District might 
be interested in the church prop- 
erty also. A permanent church 
structure on this site would pre- 
clude expansion for either the high 
school or church. On the other 
hand, the church committee point- 
ed out that they were not eager to 
sacrifice the property in view of the 


“fact that this is an excellent loca- 


tion for the church and other 
church sites in the area were few 
and difficult to acquire. 

The Albany Board of Education 
felt that the property was highly 
desirable for future planning and 
educational needs. However, they 
also agreed that the proposed price 
was somewhat out of line with 
present values, Paul Bryan, super- 
intendent of schools, explained that 
Albany High School with recent 
property purchases, is still on a 
site of less than four acres and that 
one of\these acres is in the long 
narrow Key. Route Boulevard strip 
bounded on either side by traffic. 
This strip is at present almost nSe- 
less to the high school. “If this 
church property were acquired,” he 
stated, “it would be possible to wid- 
en Key Route Boulevard on the 
west between Portland and Thou- 
sand Oaks Boulevard and join the 
useless acre of land to the rest of 
the high school property. Also 
there is no question in my mind 
that the Albany High School site 
is inadequate. All school authori- 
ties agree that a high school site 
should have at least 15 acres of 
land.” 

Board Member Vernon 
indicated that the high school 
would serve Albany children for 
generations to come and more space 
was needed. “Careful, informed 
and intelligent planning in the past 
would have prevented the building 
of a high school on such a small 
area. Here is a final opportunity 
to acquire badly needed space for 
the future. A short sighted policy 
now will definitely restrict the edu- 
cational opportunities of high 
school children for the next fifty 
years, The cost may be somewhat 
high in terms of dollars and cents, 
but the expenditure will be justi- 
fied in the educational values for 
our children and their children. If 
an acceptable price can be arrived 
at, the Board should purchase this
